7 was received. As to its contents 
relating to the trouble some time 
ayo, it was entirely and thoroughly 
understood. The delegate express- 
ed gratitude for our attention in im- 
proving the relations between Japen. 
und China. 

“The Japanese Consul has 0 
other idea except to hope eagerly 
for un early settlement of the per- 
sent strike so as to render both the 
Chinese znd the foreigners peace. 
They believe that their attitude is 
clearly acknowledged by us. Con- 
sequently the Japanese Consul al- 
ways advised their countrymen in 
Canton that they should take re- 
gard to the Oriental welfare and 
the national relationship be:weea 
China and Japan, and not commit 
any action which would damage the 
good feelings of Chinese people or 
injure the national relationship be- 
tween us. Such action of. ‘the 
Japanese Consul was also acknow- 
Jedyed by us but unfortunate:y 
there wefe two or three of their 
countrymen, who, for the sake of 
maintaining their ‘living, commit- 
ted those actions which they were 
compelled to do and which created 
misunderstanding’ among our Chi-

GUNBOAT’S HAUL. 


News comes from Canton of an 
engagement which Chinese gun- 
boats have had with twopirate 
launches, o stiff fight afloat boing 
followed by a battle on shore, 
which oventually rosulted in the 
capture of a number of the pirates, 
the scizing of the pirated launches 
and the release of ‘a’ number of 
native boats and kidnapped people 
held by the pirate gang. 

Reporting on the matter, the 
Canton’ Gazette says that on the 
19th instant, the pirates held up 
sevoral firewood carrying boats 
in tho West River together with 
a cargo boat. Those who were 
lucky enough to eseapo at once 
proceeded to Kongmoon to.report 
the matter to the Naval Avthori- 
ties, On receipt of this informa- 
tion, Lo Wing Kung, accompanied 
by two small gunbouts, started 
off in search of the pirates in 
different directions. 

On reaching Chao-lin river in 
the district of Sunwui, they met 
the private Jnsunches which -put 
upa dosperate fight against the 
two small gunboats. During the 
fight, the gunboat Kong Kung 
shelled the pirate launches sovor- 


.al times, and. put the pirates into 


terror. Socing their inability, to 
resists the law, the pfrates land- 
ed on shore and fought for two 
hours before retreating. 

The Kong Kung captured 10 
pirates ,togother with thoir 


launches and recaptured several | 


boats and over 20 captives. 

On the 22nd instant the gunboat 
Kong Kung, brought the pirates, 
their launches and their victims 
to Canton. They will be disposed 
of by the Naval Department.

C. Bentley (foreman) A. E. Ber- 
tram, and R. E. Macdougal, 
Various witnesses who resided 
together with the deceased, were 
calleg bat they were unible to 
throw any light on the tragedy. 
A hawker who lives, at Second 
Street said that he had been on 
friendly terms with the, deceased 
for the last ten years, and just 
recently he had received a visit 
trom him, when deceased told hin: 
that he was suffering from failing 
eye sight and was becoming: deat 
The Coroner summing up point- 
‘ed out to the juty that the evidence 
of the eccupants of the house sug- 
gested suicide, but against that 
evidence was. the testimony of Dr. 
Minnett who stated thant while it 
was possible for the'injuried to be 
self-inflicted it was highly impro- 
bable. . ' 
The jury, returned a verdict of 
suicide while of unsound mind,

He writes: Accompanied by a 
shikari and my Sikh orderly 1 
had been following the tracks of 
a , tiger ‘and tigress for some 
hours,-and, after a crawl through 
thick “hital,” wo Had finally got 
near the couple, which.’ ware 
busily. engaged in devouring a 
large boar, bul by time I had 
crawled forward und was able to 
sce into the reecss where the 
“Od lay, both tiger and tigress 
had disappeared. ; 

I was loth to give up hope.of 
atill getting. « shot and I there- 
fore toak up my position. in some 
thick “hital " bushes from whieh, 
while concealel, | could view the 
“Ki abou. ten yards. away, 
thinking that Gie pdir might re- 
turn to finish the repast. 

Thad been therefor ahout an 
hour wher oufef a watercourse a 
strange-looking animal appeared, 
-The creature was about ten feet 


Jlong and had a body very like a 


crocodile, but instead of the 
oridinary crocodile head it had 
one about the size and shape of a 
Rugby football’ though rather 
flatter, with a comparatively 
slender neck about two feet long. 
It made straight for the dead pig 
and started cating it. Shortly 
after another. appeared, and soon 
there were at least a dozen round 
the carcase. They varied in 
length from twelve to five or six 
feet, and all had the same shaped 
heads, , which they’ constantly 
‘raised on their long necks as they 
quarrelled with cach other over 
their meal.

\ahylactic measures—such as quinine 
| dosage—in the case of - probable 
reservoir-hosts, constantly open to 
infection, Jike New Territories 
villagers, there is the necessity for 
systematic tackling of the mosquito 
problem. We should not have to 
plead such natural phenomena as} 
calms and moderate rainfall when- 
ever mosquito-borne diseases break 
out amongst the community. It 
savours too much ‘of the primitive.

core of the problem it resolves 
ilself into the elementary one—

to disclaim the least intention of

‘| done in the past, and is maintained 
to-day, whereby the incidence of 
malaria has been reduced consider- 
ably. The. training of drainage 
nullahs, clearing of brushwood on 
*/ flat land, and other measures, have 
met with ‘signal ‘success, But it 

a 


must necessarily be dependent on 
these and various other factors, 50 
reforms have perforce to be delay- 
ed, Yet obviously the matter is one 
where even a modified campaign 
will be extremely welcome, and 
productive of valuable results, 
The average person has now, with 
the great general interest taken by 
the public in the question, a fair 
knowledge, of mosquitoes and their 
life histories, the culpable’ species, 
and the different methods employ- 
ced for their destruction. Some of 
these practices are simple enough, 
but eould not be employed exten- 
sively here. Our terrain requires 
a combination of methods that 
could only meet with full success 
under constant expert supervision. 
Discussing the question without qny 
claim to specialized knowledge, yet

“THOUGHTS ON ANGLO- 
AMERICAN UNITY. 


[CONTRIBUTED.] 


To-day, wherever Americans con: 

gregate they will bo celebrating 
Thanksgiving Day. This is tho only 
holiday officially recognized by Pre- 
sidential proclamation. It’ ia the 
‘oldeat holiday in American history. 
It ia the holiday of the United: 
States in which thanks is given. to 
Almighty God for ponce and Brose 
perit?. : 
For us as Britishers this hol! day 
may mean little, but it might be as 
well to enquire into tho origin’ and 
meaning of Thanksgiving Day. It 
commemorates the landing of a Ht- 
tlo band of Englishmen, women and 
children;--who landed from the 
“Mayflower” three hundred years 
ago, on the shores of New Eng- 
land. ‘This little group was of 
pure English stock and their descen- 
dants for 150 years owed allegiance 
to the British Crown. 

The men who signed the Declara- 
tion of Independence were of 
British blood, with the memory of 
Magna Carla ‘as thelr guide. Their 
‘language was the language of Eng- 
land. Their law .was English law. 
Their religion was the religion of 
England. Their, fight for religious 
freedom and civil Hberty was the 
reault of Anglo-Saxon tradition. 

It Is well for us to remember that 
the Republic of the United States 
came from the loins of Mother 
England. George Washington, 
“Father of his country,” was born 
« British subject, His patron, 
Lord Fairfax of Virginia, secured 
him a Commission in the British 
Navy, but, at the request of Wa-, 
shington's mother, he declined this 
and served Lord Fairfax as a sur- 
veyor. George Washington had 
his first military experience in the 
British colonial forces, where he 
served in the Indian wars. ‘It is 
also a significant fact that prac- 
tically all the lenders in the Ameri- 
can revolulionary war were Free 
Masons in Masonic Lodges original- 
ly founded by English charters, 

Every President of the United 
States, with tha exception of 
Theodore Roosevelt, has claimed 
British ancestry, This mighty 
nation of America—son of a mighty 
Mother—owes a big debt to its an- 
cestry. Its language, its literature, 
its law and its customs have’ their 
tap-root in English soil. 

We Britishers may view com- 
petitively this giant among natioas 
which has sprung from our com- 
mon stock, but we can at Jeast point 
with pride that we-have begotten a 
son who represents law and order 
and not the prinelples of disorder 
and Bolshevism.

"Racecourse Incldent—Ban on . 

4 Communists—Public | 
Execatlons,

- Shanghai, Nov. 21. 

New developments in Shanghai 
through recent days havo beon con- 
fined almost exclusively to things 
happening in tha native territory 
immediately adjoining the French 
and - International ,. Settlements 
where-the new- Cheklang regime 
now holds away under. Chinoso 
martial law. - 

Shanghal’s foreign community, 
perhaps in common with foreign 
communities elsewhere in China, 
lately has been quiescent so far'as 
news goes, content to carry for- 
ward what. business it has been 
possible to do» with railways 
paralyzed from a glut of ‘military 
activity. and awaiting as. optimis- 
tically.as may be.the outcome of 
the strife in the North, the decisions 
that are to be. arrived at. by the 
Peking Tariff Conference and for 
some kind of a peaceful rendjust- 
ment of things in general. 

Races Stopped. 

Outstanding among othor things 
incidental to the new Chinese rule 
was the affair' at the Kiangwan 
racecourse’ at Saturday's meeting 


when the programme abriptly was}. 


disrupted and the racing brought 
to a powse through Chinese official 
action. ; et 

What actually happened continues 
to remain a matter of doubt, despite 
a forma! explanation just issued by 
the International Recreation Club. 
Common report was that after the 
racing had begun a demand sudden- 
ly was presented for payment from 
the Race Club of‘a sum variously 
estimated to run up to as mich a3 
$100,000. The races were stopped 
while holders of pari-mutuel and 
sweeps tickets began to ‘grow 
dubious and a considerable portion] | 
of the Chinese attendance, alarm- 
ed by the show of military uniforms, 
filtered away unobtrusively. The 
Race Club prior to the meeting had 
made a ‘payment to the military 
commander of the district of the 
sum of $2,000, it has..since been 
disclosed, and the theory of this 
was that soldiers were to be pro- 
vided to safeguard the attendance 
at the meeting. Then, at the con- 
clusion of. the first raco, came. the 
demand for more squeeze, this time 
from a police official, it is sald, who 
proclaimed the police were in no 
wise concerned with the soldiery. 

It was only possible ta continue 
the programme after a lapse of 
two hours after protracted parleys 
between Race Club officials and the 
objecting constabulary. Half of 
the ‘card was completed. 


. No Communism. 

Whatever other faults or virtues 
the Chekiang officials may possess 
it has been made exceedingly clear 
that they are uncompromisingly set 
against anything amacking of Com- 
munism. Labour agitation and 
activities of radicals are utterly 
under the ban of the Chinese 
authorities and after Insisting upon 
retaining the seals upon offices of 
labour unions,’ originally closed by 
the preceding Fengtien regime, the 
new overlords haye gone ‘a step 
further, completely forbidding. any 
forms of public assemblages... It 
is said that it was upon the theory 
that public meetings had been for- 
bidden in Chinese territory that the 
incident at the Kiangwan race- 
coursa was based. 

But besides putting sharp check 
upon ineipient labour agitation, 
latterly the attentlon of the Chinese 
officials has been turned upon what 
the Chinese students orginizations 
have been about and as this is 
written formal notice has been for- 
warded to‘officers of tha Shanghal 
Students Union, warning them that 
thelr organization must immediate- 
ly cease all activities that.may 
menace ‘public ipeace and order. 
The thréat is made by the officials 
to close and seal the student-body’s 
headquarters if the warning 008 
unheeded,

U.S. ADMIRAL HERE. 


DISTINGUISHED NAVAL 
OFFICER. 


A full exvhange of naval salutes 
at eight o'clock this morning an- 
nounced the arrival in port of the 
USS. Huron, flying the Hag of 
the commander-in-Chlef of the 
U.S. Asiatic Squadron, accompani- 
ed by the U.S.S. Alava. The ves- 
els, which left Shanghai on 
November Tth on their way back 
to Manila after a cruise in China 
waters, have visited Taku, Amoy 
find Swatow, and have put into 
Hongkong for a few days. They 
are due to leave here on Monday. 

The new Commander-in-Chief 
of the Squadron, Admiral C. 5. 
Willitms, made an official landing 
during the course of the morning 
and paid a visit to Government 
House, the return visit. being 
mude later. 

Admiral “Williams, ‘ who took 
over Lhe:command of the Asiatic 
Squadron from Admiral Washing- 
ton aboul a month ago, had had an 
interesting naval career. He was 
born at Springfeld,'Chio, in Octo! 
ber, 1863, and graduated from the 
US, Naval Academy in 1884. He 
was promoted Ensign in July 
i886, and was made a junior 
grade Licutenant in 1895. Ife be- 
came full Lieutenant in 1898 and 
gained the rank of -Licutenant- 
Commander in 1904. Tle was pro- 
moted Captain in 191! and ‘took 


[the rank of Rear-Admiral in De- 


cember, 1918." Becoming a tem- 
porary Vice-Admiral in 1919, he 
now takes the rank of full Ad+ 
miral whilst in Command of the 
Squadron. He commanded the 
U.S.S. Gwin in the Spanish-A meri- 
can War in 1898; served on the 
USS. Prairie: 1904-05, on the 
USS. Massachusetts in 1905, and on 
the U.S.S, lowa' from 1905 to 1907. 
Among the appointments he has 


‘\held during his 41 years’ aervice, 


have been those of Commander of 
US.S., Albany; a member of the 
Board of Inspection and Survey; 
Commander of USS. Rhode 
Island; at the Naval War College: 
Chief of the Staff, Battleship 


Force, Atlantic Fleet; Chief of 


-}Staft of Battleship Force Two, At- 


Jantic Fleet; Commander of the 
Battleship Squadron One, Pacific 
Fleet; Commander, of fhe Battle- 


ship Force of the Pacific; and | 


several staff appointments at the 
Navy Department. Just prior to 
taking over the Command of. the 
Asiatic Squadron, he was Presi- 
dent of the Naval War College. *

Two border incidents are report- 
ed to have taken place on Monday 


50] morning.. In the first, a number 
fof strikers 


opened. fire on, two 
European sergeants who were 
patrolling along the banks of 
Shum Chun River, while some time 
after’ the firing had subsided 
strikers ‘crossed the border and 
forced some rice coolies to carry 
their loads into Chinese territory. 

Shortly after ten o'clock on 
Monday morning while Sergeants 
Simpson and Whitby were on duty 


on the banks of the Shum-Chun| i 
River; they were fited upon ‘by 
atrikers, who discharged. four or| 


five shots at the police officers. The 


sergeants replied, firing about 20): 
shots at the Chinese, one of whom} j 


is believed to have been injured,

hours later, were half way be- 
tween the two places when three 
strikers intercepted them and or- 
dered them to take the rice to 
Chinese Territory, The three men 
who crossed the ‘border were all 
armed with rifles.
